Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—(/)— 
Vice President Dawes tonight unex- 
pectedly gave vent to his views on the 
delaying tactics veing pursued by oppe- 
nents of the worid court in the senate. 

Speaking on a radio program ar- 
ranged for alumni of the Massachu. 
setts Institute of Technology at din- 
ners in sixty-seven cities, he renewed 
his campeign for revision cf the senate 
rules with such vigor that a broad- 
casting stand which had been con- 
structed for President Coolidge will 
have to be repaired. 

Mr. Dawes explained that after he 
and the senate had been forced to lis- 
ten for an hour and a half during the 
afternoon to the reading of an oll 
magazine article, he thought there was

of the senate rules, 

The reading had consumed time while 
the senate might have been proceeding 
with business, Mr. Dawes declared, 
adding that the changes he advocated 
would not restiict legitimate debate 
but would cut off frivolous and irrele 
vant oratory.

“ Buf a-nation, sir, whose character 
is corroded by hypocrisy and false- 
hood, a nation whose every essence

Continuance of daylight saving was 
recommended to the city council yes- 
terday by the committee on judiciary 
by a vote of 11 to 2. 

At the same time, to satisfy oppo- 
nents of the “summertime,” the com- 
mittee recommended that the proposi- 
tion be put to a referendum vote for 
the second time in five years at the 
November elections. 

By voting to put the question on 
the ballot in November the commit- 
tee voted down the proposal to repeal 
the law before it took effect this year, 
the last Sunday in April. 

Favors Daylight Savings. 

The majority of the committee went 
on record as favoring the extra hour 
of daylight, but agreed to a refer- 
endum in the belief that it will be ap- 
proved by an overwhelming majority. 
The present ordinance calling for day- 
light saving from the iast Sunday in 
April to the last Sunday in September 
was approved by the voters Nov. 2, 
1920, by > vote of 353,145 to 291,994. 

Ald. Osear Nelson [46th] sought to 
get the question on the April ballot 
and also to get the committee to agree 
to a second proposition which would 
provide that the time be modified to 
be effective only in June, July and 
August. 

Aecepts Cronson’s Plan. 

The committee voted Nelson down by 
accepting a substitute motion offered 
by Ald. Bert Cronson [4th] which 
recommended the question for the 
November election. 

Before the vote several representa- 
tives of organized labor asked for im- 


erendum vate, was prainorersts of! op 
posed to the law.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Spe- 
cial.}j—Informed by the treasury de- 
partment that the tax bill as revised 
would mean a loss in revenue of $395,- 
6€6,000, the senate finance committee 
teday made a change which reduced 
the total to $352,.000,000. The commit- 
tee decided to increase the tax on cor- 
poration earnings from 12% to 13% 
per cent, the full increase being effec- 
tive on 1925 earnings. 

Originally in increasing the corpora 
tion tax to make up for the repeal of 
the capita! stock tax the committce 
had provided for a 13 per cent rate on 
1925 earnings and 13% per cent there 
after. The éxtra half per cent on 1925 
earnings will mean $43,009,00 addition- 
al revenue. 

Democrats Oppose Change. 

The Democratic members of the 
committee voted against the increase 
in the corporation tax on the theory 
that the additional revenue should be 
made available by their plan to apply 
foreign debt payments towerrd the debt 
retiremént sinking fund. Senator King 
{Dem., Utah] will file a minority re- 
port objecting to the increased cor- 
poration tax. 

The finance committee «!so reduced 
gift tax rates retroactively from the 40 
per cent maximum to 25 per cent, ef- 
fective as of the date of passage of the 
1924 revenue act when the gift tax was 
first imposed. 

President Favors Repeal. 

It was state’ the President favors 
the repeal of the estate tax at guch 
time as the experts of the treasury be- 
lieve the revenue can be spared. He 
was satisfied with the reductions in 
estate tax rates as made in the house 
bill on the theory that the revenue 
from this tax probably ceuld not be 
spared at once. If further information 
shows that the repeal can be made ef- 
fective immediately as provided in the 
fenate committee bill the President will 
favor it. 

That the administration will approve 
the $350,000,000 tax cut of the senate 
committee appeared likely. 

‘Senator Simmons [Dem., N. C.] an- 
nounced that he intends to offer a 
modified sinking fund provision on the 
floor of the senate under which ‘he be- 
lieves the entire public debt can be 
wiped out in 26 years. He would pro- 
vide that all foreign debt payments 
should be applied toward the sinking 
fund, but he would increase the basic 
umount of the sinking fund from 2% 
per cent’of the domestic portion of the 
debt in 1920 to 3% per cent. —

Dumb but Vivid 


Poor Thinkers, Great 
Livers, Drinkwater Says.

LONDON, Jan. 19.—John Drinkwa- 
ter, English poet and dramatist, now 
traveling in the United States, sends 
back to England his impressions of 
America and Americans, which is pub- 
lished today in The Evening Standard.
